The record-breaking drouth in the middle west is bringing 
destitute families to California in increased numbers. Familigs 
from dried-up farms in Missouri, Oklahoma, Kansas, Texas and 
other states hard hit by Jack of rainfall during the summer are 
abandoning their farms and coming to California. Naturally 
they regard this state as a haven during the winter. They are 
bringing what belongings they can on their car and trailer and 
hoping, no doubt, by some magie they may be benefitted while 
enjoying the balmy winter in this Golden state. 

In some counties of the Southland, such as Los Angeles, the 
number of destitute families coming from other states has al 
most doubled in recent months and a cheek-up by social work- 


ers has revealed that the drouth in the middle west has been | 
mainly responsible for this new and increased migration to the | 


Pacific coast. 


Beeause of the fact that so large a niumber of the indigent 
transient families come in their own ears this type of influx 
has been found very difficult to control and it is expected that 
the task of caring for non-resident families in California this 


winter is going to be a much larger one than ever before The 
fortunate thing situation from the local standpoint 
is the present federal relief set-up for transients in the state.

Under this plan local welfare and aid organizations do not have 
to feed and care for non-residents, as the task has been taken 
over entirely by the Federal Transient Service. If it were not 
for this fact it almost impossible for California to 
take care of such a large influx of families—as well as 
more than shou!d be expected of this state and its residents. 
While numerous warnings have been sent out that people should 
not come to California inless they are able to take care of them.
